upon tlio causes which produce the 


changes of color in tho chameleon. These 
changes do not run through quite so wide a 
range of tints nsis assumed by the disputa- 
tious traveler;-; in Arabia iu the well-known 
fable. 
They vary from n deep bottle-green, 


through n blight pea-green, to twery lively 
yelow. 
Tbo cause prodiic'iny them ia purely 


nervous. This has been fully proved by vari- 
ous experiments in vivisection. If tlio sciatic 
nerve is divided on tho loft Hide, this mde of 
tho body takes the darkest tint, while tho 
opposit side becomes light, 
The nerves 


producing these effects, though they ac- 
company tho motor nerves from tho brain 
to the extremities, do not appear to be iden- 
tical with them. 
Curious effects follow the 


removal n^pre or less completely of the 
uncqphalon. 
If both hemispheres are par- 


tially removed, the nucleus remaining, tho 
animal becomes dark. 
If one hemisphere is 


removed only, the opposite side becomes 
dark, but the .side which 1ms Buffered the in- 
jury retain.1; the lighter tint. 
Anaesthetics 


and all drugs or poisons which act upon the 
nervous system produce effects which can- 
not be always predicted. 
Curare makes the 


animal deeply dark, but chloroform bright- 
ens the tint. 
Chloroform, in quantitifs 


sufficient to destroy life, acts iu the end, 
however, like curare, to make the color 
dark. 
There are, therefore, nerves called 


distinctively coloring nerves, proceeding 
from tho centre of Uio encephalon, through 
which the wilt of the animal, of which the 
hemispheres are the organs, acts to vary ita 
'lint at pleasure. 


The mechanism by which this is done is 


thus described; Benenth the skin of tho ani- 
mal there are found all over its surface VBBCI- 
cles charged with a coloring fluid, which, 
when withdrawn into thorn,leaves the epider- 
mis and tho tissue immediately beneath to 
exhibit their natural color, which is bright 
yellow.
